The  Ninety-Ninth  Annual  Report  presented  at  a 
Meeting  held  at  the  Hospital,  Narborough,  on 
the  19th  day  of  May,  1948 


The  Visiting  Committee  presents  its  last  Annual  Report 
to  the  General  Meeting  of  Visitors,  for  the  one  hundred  and 
eleventh  year  of  the  Hospital,  together  with  the  Statement  of 
Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1948. 

The  Committee  is  satisfied  that  the  quantities  given  in  the 
dietary  are  still  sufficient:  everything  is  being  done  to  make 
as  much  use  as  possible  of  the  goods  available,  so  as  to  make 
the  dietary  varied  and  palatable. 

The  Committee  is  still  concerned  over  the  shortage  of  staff. 
A  certain  number  of  displaced  persons  have  been  engaged  and 
are  proving  very  satisfactory,  but  it  will  probably  be  necessary 
to  provide  married  accommodation  for  these  persons. 

Dr.  D.  Cameron  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  to  fill  the  place  of  Dr.  J.  R.  Mathers. 

Dr.  F.  R.  M.  Calder  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  to  fill  the  place  of  Dr.  A.  H.  Williams. 

Increased  wages,  and  other  expenditure,  together  with  a 
decrease  in  the  value  of  goods  supplied  to  the  Hospital,  has 
resulted  in  a  loss  on  the  Farm  and  Garden  Account  of 
£364  2s.  6d. 

The  dry  weather  of  last  summer  caused  a  great  reduction 
in  the  quantity  of  milk  produced,  which  had  to  be  made  good 
by  purchasing  from  outside  sources. 

A  considerable  amount  of  maintenance  has  been  done  on 
the  fabric  of  the  Hospital  and  redecoration  is  following  the 
electrical  installation,  which  should  be  completed  this  year. 

The  Committee,  as  previously  reported,  has  purchased  a 
new  X-ray  apparatus  which  has  now  been  delivered.  This  is 
a  valuable  addition  to  the  medical  equipment  of  the  Hospital. 
Provision  has  also  been  made  for  a  temporary  Operating 
Theatre  until  such  time  as  the  permanent  one — as  already 
reported  to  you — will  be  built. 

The  Hospital  stocks  are  slightly  better,  but  the  great  gap 
between  the  time  of  ordering  and  the  time  of  delivery  of  most 
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goods  makes  the  Steward’s  department  difficult  to  run 
satisfactorily,  though  every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep 
adequate  stocks. 

The  main  road  to  the  Hospital  is  now  being  repaired  and 
resurfaced  by  hospital  labour,  making  use  of  the  roller 
mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report. 

The  aggregate  expenditure  on  Maintenance  Account  for  the 
year  has  been  £112,267  14s.  9d.,  as  against  £100,402  2s.  Od. 
last  year.  Of  this  sum,  the  Charity  will  be  called  upon  to 
contribute  £7,722  11s.  7d.  for  the  maintenance  of  patients, 
and  £508  19s.  3d.  for  clothing  and  extras  supplied — making  a 
total  of  £8,231  10s  lOd.  Deducting  these  sums  and  other 
credits  (Sales,  Subsidy,  etc.)  amounting  to  £16,283  19s.  4d., 
the  net  expenditure  on  Maintenance  Account  for  Rate-aided 
patients  has  been  £88,261  3s.  10d.,  as  against  £84,123  19s.  9d. 
for  the  previous  year.

The  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  during  the  year, 
after  taking  into  account  the  Charity  extras,  Petty  Credits, 
Ministry  of  Health  Subsidy,  Insurance  Receipts,  etc.,  has  been 
£1  15s.  8fd.,  as  against  £1  14s.  5|d.  for  the  previous  year, 
being  an  increase  of  Is.  3§d.  per  head  per  week  ;  the  rate  of

THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 
for  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1947 

This  is  probably,  in  fact  most  certainly  the  last  Annual 
Report  I  shall  have  the  honour  to  make  to  the  Committee  of 
Visitors  of  this  Hospital.  Time  marches  on,  and  during  the 
long  period  in  which  this  Hospital  has  carried  out  its  functions 
the  Management  has  changed  many  times  but  the  quality  has 
remained  the  same. 

On  the  5th  July  next,  when  the  Hospital  comes  under  new 
Management  in  name,  I  am  sure  that  it  will  be  only  a  change 
in  name  and  not  in  function,  and  that  the  help,  guidance  and 
comfort  given  by  the  Committees  in  previous  years  will  be 
continued  by  their  successors. 

The  following  table  shows  the  numerical  changes  during

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The  number  of  admissions  continues  to  increase  but  the 
number  of  discharges  also  increases,  with  very  little  effect  on 
the  residual  numbers.  The  Hospital  is,  therefore,  giving 
greater  facilities  to  those  in  need  and  getting  better  results 
than  previously.  The  physical  work  entailed  by  the  large 
number  of  admissions  is,  I  am  sure,  realised,  and  the  medical 
and  clerical  staffs  are  fully  occupied,  in  fact,  over-occupied  at 
times. 

There  was  a  further  improvement  in  the  recovery  rate, 
from  48%  to  55.6%,  and  the  death  rate  also  further  decreased, 
from  7%  to  6.7%. 

Two  inquests  were  held  during  the  year  and  the  details 
were  reported  to  you  and  the  Board  of  Control  at  the  time  of 
occurrence. 

No  serious  accidents  occurred  during  the  year.

Treatment. 

Active  treatment  continues  in  every  way  possible  and  at 
the  close  of  the  year  we  were  able  to  get  our  first  pre-frontal 
leucotomy  performed  by  Mr.  Sawyer  at  the  Leicester  Royal 
Infirmary.  Plans  are  in  hand  for  extending  this  method  of 
treatment. 

The  Building. 

The  electrical  installation  continues  to  make  the  Hospital 
look  second-hand,  but  next  year  should  see  the  end  of  it  and 
the  restoration  of  the  painting  and  decorations  back  to  their 
former  state. 

Engineering  Services. 

The  Engineer  reports  that  the  water  system  has  caused  him 
considerable  perturbation,  but  you  have  taken  steps  to  rectify 
this.  New  piping  has  been  installed  where  necessary  and  many 
valves  that  were  faulty  have  been  replaced.  The  general 
maintenance  of  the  Hospital  services  has  been  maintained. 
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Laundry. 

The  reorganisation  of  the  laundry  continues  and  very  soon 
all  the  machinery  will  be  driven  by  independent  motors,  with 
a  reduction  in  noise  and  danger.  Two  new  hydros  have  been 
installed. 

Staff. 

The  Nursing  Staff  still  continues  at  a  low  level  and  though 
new  recruits  come  in  others  leave  for  marriage,  etc. 

A  fair  number  of  Temporary  Nurses  have  been  taken  on 
and  they  have  helped  matters  very  considerably. 

The  erection  of  houses  for  the  Male  Staff  has  helped  that 
side,  but  more  houses  would  solve  the  problem. 

Dietary. 

The  dietary  continues  good  and  sufficient  as  far  as 
rationing  allows. 

Farm. 

The  Steward  reports  that: — 

The  chief  products  of  the  Farm  delivered  to  the  Hospital 
during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1947,  were  as  follows  : — 

15,267  gallons  of  milk,  as  against  1 8,656 J  gallons  last  year.

17,469  eggs,  as  against  17,035  last  year. 

62  couples  of  fowls. 

136  tons  of  potatoes. 

36 1  tons  of  vegetables. 

7,412  lbs.  of  fruit. 

Potatoes.  184  tons  were  grown  on  19  J  acres,  giving  a  yield 
of  approximately  9J  tons  per  acre.  The  whole  crop  was  free 
from  disease  and  was  harvested  in  good  condition.  It  is 
proposed  to  plant  2 If  acres  in  1948. 

Hay  and  Seeds.  12  acres  of  hay  and  15  acres  of  seeds  were 
light  crops  (owing  to  the  dry  season).  All  were  gathered  in 
good  condition. 

Wheat.  From  34  acres  grown,  137  qrs.  head  and  5  qrs. 
tailings  were  threshed.  The  yield  varied,  some  fields  giving 
8  qrs.  per  acre,  others  only  2\  qrs.  16  acres  have  been  sown 
for  1948  and  are  a  very  good  plant. 

Oats.  Approximately  22  acres  were  grown,  giving  a  yield 
of  6  qrs.  per  acre,  which  has  all  been  retained  for  the  stock. 
It  is  proposed  to  grow  18|-  acres  in  1948. 
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Roots.  144  loads  of  mangolds  and  swedes  were  grown  on 
6  acres.  Most  of  the  swedes  were  used  as  a  vegetable  in  the 
Hospital. 

Vegetables.  The  usual  crops  of  various  vegetables  were 
grown. 

* 

Weather.  The  hard  winter  and  dry  summer  caused  lighter 
crops  than  usual,  but,  with  care,  the  food  for  livestock  will 
last  until  the  next  harvest. 

Cows.  The  formation  of  a  Dairy  Shorthorn  Herd  has  been 
started.  A  total  of  16  cows  have  been  passed  as  foundation 
cows  and  7  others  are  awaiting  inspection.  During  the  year 
1 1  cows  were  sold.  20  full-time  cows  gave  an  average  yield  of 
7,333J  lbs.  (730  gallons)  in  an  average  of  303  days.  The  whole 
herd  averaged  7,163|  lbs.  in  306  days. 

Calves.  29  were  born,  18  sold  and  11  heifer  calves  reared. 

Pigs.  73  were  on  stock  at  the  commencement  of  the  year. 
During  the  year  93  were  born  and  of  these  6  died ;  10  were 
killed  (for  the  Hospital)  and  76  were  sold.  One  stock  boar 
was  purchased,  leaving  75  on  stock  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Machinery.  An  Alfa  Laval  milking  machine  was  installed 
during  the  year.

CHAPLAIN’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 
CHURCH  OF  ENGLAND 

from  June  to  December  31st,  1947 

I  have  been  much  helped  by  the  willing  co-operation  of 
the  Hospital  Staff,  since  taking  over  the  duties  of  part-time 
Chaplain,  from  the  Rev.  R.  S.  Dabbs  last  June. 

Large  and  keenly  interested  congregations  attend  the 
Sunday  Services,  and  there  have  been  approximately  80 
communicants  at  the  Holy  Communion  at  each  of  the  Festivals. 

The  United  Service  for  the  Harvest  Festival,  when  the 
church  was  beautifully  decorated,  was  particularly  inspiring. 
The  preacher  was  the  Rev.  R.  E.  Leyshon  of  Leicester,  and 
the  lesson  was  excellently  read  by  the  Deputy  Clerk  and 
Steward,  Mr.  White. 

Having  served  as  a  Chaplain  in  the  Psychiatric  Hospital  in 
the  Normandy  Campaign,  I  have  been  very  interested  to  take 
up  this  work,  and  I  believe  that  much  can  be  done,  from  the 
chaplaincy  side  to  help  in  the  care  and  healing  of  mental 
patients,  especially  in  the  case  of  voluntary  patients.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  CONTROL 

The  number  of  patients  in  residence  at  this  Hospital  to-day 
is  1,032 — 402  men  and  630  women.  These  figures  represent 
an  overcrowding  of  about  35  on  the  male  and  140  on  the  female 
side.  Great  care  has  been  taken  in  arranging  the  dormitory 
accommodation  to  the  best  advanatge  and  ensuring  proper 
ventilation  and,  in  general,  the  position  does  not  compare 
unfavourably  with  other  hospitals  still  accommodating 
evacuated  patients.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  at  no  very  distant 
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date,  it  will  be  found  possible  for  Bracebridge  Mental  Hospital 
to  recruit  sufficient  nurses  to  enable  the  34  women  patients 
received  from  that  hospital  to  be  returned  there. 

There  are  at  present  under  treatment  here  as  voluntary 
patients,  40  men  and  60  women,  but  only  one  patient  is  on  a 
temporary  basis.  There  are  49  male  private  patients  (25  in  the 
Service  or  Ex-Service  group)  and  48  female  private  patients. 
The  private  patient  accommodation  both  in  the  blocks  in  the 
main  buildings  and  at  Woodlands  is  comfortable  and  well 
maintained.  The  weekly  maintenance  charges  per  head  are : — 
for  Home  Patients,  /I  9s.  2d.  ;  for  Private  Patients, 
£2  12s.  6d. 

We  have  found  the  patients  generally  comfortable  and  free 
from  complaints.  The  ward  gardens  are  well  kept  and  the 
roads  and  paths  in  them  and  in  and  around  the  Hospital  are  in 
good  condition.  Owing  to  interference  with  the  walls  and 
ceilings  in  connection  with  renewal  of  the  electric  wiring 
system  throughout  the  Hospital  much  redecoration  has  become 
necessary.  This  is  being  dealt  with  as  rapidly  as  possible,  two 
wards  on  the  male  side  having  been  completed  in  the  past  few 
months. 

During  our  tour  we  found  that  there  is  no  refrigerating 
installation  at  the  mortuary  and  strongly  recommend  that 
provision  of  it  may  be  made  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  have  been  considerably  disturbed  by  a  report  made 
to  us  by  Dr,  Drury  and  the  Engineer  relating  to  the  water 
supply  to  this  Hospital  and  are  making  a  separate  report  to 
our  Board  on  the  matter. 

During  1947,  33  male  and  33  female  patients  died  and  the 
mortality  rate  for  that  year  was  6.7%.  Two  men  and  two 
women  died  from  tuberculosis  and  two  patients  died  from 
intercurrent  disease  after  having  sustained  fractures  a  short 
time  previously.  In  the  latter  instances,  inquests  were  held. 

Since  the  last  visit,  the  general  health  of  the  patients  may 
be  said  to  have  been  satisfactory.  There  have  been  no  serious 
outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  although  sporadic  cases  of 
Flexner  dysentery,  14  in  all,  kept  occurring  on  both  sides  of 
the  Hospital  during  the  latter  half  of  1947,  and  five  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  were  diagnosed  during  that  year. 

The  dysentery  problem  was  dealt  with  vigorously  and 
thoroughly  and  there  have  been  no  recurrences  this  year. 

The  facilities  for  nursing  tuberculosis  patients  are  very 
good.  The  verandahs  are  well  designed  and  sheltered  and  both 
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on  the  male  and  female  sides  small  annexes  are  added  in  order 
to  provide  facilities  for  sterilisation  of  crockery.  Recently,  a 
disused  bathroom  on  the  female  side  has  been  converted  for 
use  as  a  surgery  and  for  general  clinical  work  ;  this  is  the 
counterpart  of  one  already  existing  on  the  male  side.  A  new 
X-Ray  apparatus  is  now  installed.  The  dental  surgery  is 
undergoing  conversion  into  a  temporary  operating  theatre. 
There  is  a  pressing  need  for  this  as,  at  present,  the  majority  of 
patients  requiring  surgical  treatment  have  to  be  taken  to  the 
Leicester  Royal  Infirmary.  This  arrangement  is  particularly 
inconvenient  as  this  hospital  has  to  provide  the  nursing  staff 
on  such  occasions. 

Mr.  Sawyer,  the  Consulting  Surgeon,  visits  this  Hospital 
regularly  and  he  has  agreed  to  do  all  the  surgical  work,  including 
prefrontal  leucotomies,  here  as  soon  as  the  new  theatre  is 
ready. 

That  the  standard  of  laboratory  work  done  here  is  high  has 
been  mentioned  in  previous  entries.  Besides  the  routine 
examinations  on  new  patients,  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been 
done  in  connection  with  dysentery  and  tuberculosis  since  the 
last  visit.  The  laboratory  itself,  though  small,  is  well  equipped 
and  new  apparatus,  including  a  refrigerator,  has  been  provided 
this  year. 

The  medical  work  is  actively  carried  out.  Deep  insulin 
therapy  has  been  done  continuously  even  during  the  war  years. 
We  saw  patients  undergoing  this  form  of  treatment  on  both 
sides  of  the  Hospital.  Few  prefrontal  leucotomies  have  yet 
been  done  though  it  is  likely  that  there  will  be  more  when  the 
operating  theatre  is  ready. 

Out-patient  work  is  increasing  and  at  the  Leicester  Clinic 
so  great  is  the  demand  for  consultations  that  three  Medical 
Officers  are  necessary  in  order  to  meet  it.  The  need  for  a 
psychiatric  social  worker  is  becoming  more  and  more  urgent. 

In  previous  entries  comment  has  been  made  upon  the 
inadequancy  of  occupational  therapy,  particularly  on  the  female 
side.  In  our  opinion  occupational  therapy  should  be  prescribed 
by  members  of  the  medical  staff  in  the  same  way  as  other  forms 
of  treatment.  We  think  that  there  is  room  for  considerable 
expansion  here  and  that  it  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 
patients  if  more  variety  were  introduced.  In  addition  we  should 
like  to  see  this  form  of  treatment  introduced  into  the  wards, 
particularly  those  in  which  patients  are  confined  to  bed.  We 
feel,  however,  that  no  real  advance  can  be  made  on  the  female 
side  until  a  trained  occupational  therapist  has  been  appointed 
and  better  accommodation  is  available  on  both  sides. 
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The  nursing  position  still  gives  rise  to  much  anxiety.  The 
number  of  male  nurses  has  not  altered  appreciably  during  the 
last  three  years,  the  present  total  being  54,  but  on  the  female 
side  the  situation  is  still  deteriorating,  for  although  the  present 
total  is  64  no  fewer  than  31  are  employed  on  a  part-time  basis. 
Nevertheless,  although  several  wards  are  seriously  understaffed 
the  majority  of  the  nurses  have  been  concentrated  in  the  sick 
wards  and  those  in  which  there  are  turbulent  patients.  The 
Matron  spoke  well  of  the  few  “displaced  persons”  who  have 
joined  the  staff. 

Dr.  K.  K.  Drury  has  got  Dr.  F.  J.  Napier  as  his  deputy. 
Dr.  A.  H.  Williams  is  taking  up  another  appointment  shortly 
and  has  not  yet  been  replaced.  Dr.  H.  Conitzer  has  become 
a  member  of  the  permanent  staff  and  Dr.  D.  Cameron  has 
recently  joined. 

This  has  been  an  interesting  visit  and  we  have  to  thank 
Dr.  Drury  and  his  colleagues  for  making  it  so  pleasant.
